Two new political parties will put in 
an appearance at the next session of 
the Mock Parliament according to in- 
formation received in an interview with 
Premier Peterson yesterday afternoon. 
These parties will he the Socialists and 
tlic Fanners, the formation of which 
has been under way fur a considerable 
Unie. The name of the leader of Lhc So- 
cialist party is known only in high pol- 
itical circles but is not ready for riis 
closure to the public. The man who will 
bead the Fanners is still a matter of con- 
jeeture, even among the cognoscenti of 
Parliamentary doing-. The forming of 
these new wings in the house should 
add considerable vigor to debate, and 
their appearance at the next sitting of 
the house will, no doubt. be awaiic I 
with much expectation by the electorate 
of McGill. 

"As our plans arc at present." said the 
Prime Minister, "the next session of 
l'arMament will be during the in -t week 
in January, after the exams are over 
The precise dale is yet unsettled.'* In 
. an-\vrr to a question; Premier Petcrsot*' 
positively declared that the recent Do 
minion elections would have no cfl'ecl 
upon the stability' of his party in the 
House, and they' would continue, to sit 
on the right of the speaker; be said. 
"Of course," he added with a twinkle 
in his eye, "one never knows what the 
Opposition may do" 

The next session promises to he one 
of great activity, and many remarkable 
measures are being prepared to be in- 
troduced on the floor of the bouse at the 
first opportunity. One of the most im- 
portant of these is lire bill for the re- 
form of the censorship *• f motion pic- 
tures, which will be advocated by Minis- 
ter of Education Walter. Other drastic 
measures are expected to be introduced 
along the same lines. 

Another method of taking the vote ir 
the House is to be inaugurated at lite 
nvx'l session. The vote will be taken by 
a show of bauds, which will he counted 
by six scrutineers, 'three from each side 
of the House. This should prove much 
more satisfactory than the method used 
in the first sitting of Parliament.

Regulation 



With this issue, .the "Daily'' ceases publication Until the 
classes reassemble after the Christmas holidays. The two weeks' 
vacation will be a welcome respite after a fall session crowded with 
important events. To many it will mean a happy reunion, and the 
greeting of parents, relatives and friends once more. A few of 
the students already lured by these joyous prospects, to say no- 
thing of the roast turkey, plum pudding and mince pie, have de- 
parted for their homes, and the first few days of next week will 
witness a steady exodus. Those who remain in Montreal over the 
Yuletide will be provided with Christmas cheer, so that each and 
every McGiaV/ student should have a happy time. 

The year 1921 has indeed been a memorable one for old Mc- 
Gill, marking the completion of her first hundred years of exist- 
ence. The centennial was one of the greatest occasions in the 
history of the university, and thousands flocked to McGill to do 
honour to the Alma Mater. Strengthened by a new Visitor, Chan- 
cellor and Governors, notable additions to the professoriate, in- 
creased registration of students, new buildings under construction, 
or 'to be built in the immediate future, and old ones to be remod- 
elled, the prospects of McGill for 1921, and for the future in gen- 
eral are very bright. Mer sons arc playing increasingly important 
parts in Montreal, in Canada, and throughout the world. 

While all the championships in the field of sport have not 
fallen to us, the interest shown in all forms of athletics has in- 
creased tremendously. This is most marked in the Inter-Faculty 
games, in which fifty per cent, of the male students, and a goodly 
num'ber of the co-eds are now taking part. A further impetus to 
athletics will result from the construction of a modern gymnasium. 
McGill is better known to our sister universities across the border. 
The international football game brought about a feeing of fellow- 
ship 'between the two colleges, and was favourably commented upon 
by many on both sides of the line. It is, we hope, the first of a 
series of international intercollegiate meets. v 

The Washington conference and the Irish settlement stand 
pre-eininent among the epoch-making events of the year, through- 
. out the world. In the reduction of armaments, with the four power 
pact to preserve peace in th« Pacific, we see what is fervently 
•hoped to be the foundation of lasting peace. Taxation, at least, 
will be decreased, and good times arc predicted for next spring. 
The end of the ancient grievance betwen Ireland and England is 
in sight, and a lasting rcconcilation will not only lie of infinite 
'benefit to the Empire, but will strengthen the increasing bonds of 
friendship between the two great English-speaking peoples. The 
prospects for the fulllmcnt of the promise, "Peace on earth, good- 
will toward men," seem to be near. Canada closes the old year with 
à new government in which great hopes are rested. 

While the Christmas days arc a time for happiness and plca- 
ure, we must not get out of touch with our work. The January

An, item of interest to those taking 
Medicine at McGill or contemplating 
such a move may be the fact that in 
the session 1922-23 the requirements for 
entering the course in Medicine will be 
a Senior Matriculation or one year in 
Arts. 

The present system of limiting the 
number of students entering the first 
year to one hundred will be continued 
next year. This year's class is composed 
of 100 new students and 17 others who 
arc taking partial courses. 

A student entering Medicine will be 
require to take a full six year course 
and as previously stated must have a 
Senior Matriculation or one year in 
arts before he can gain admittance. This 
will make the course beginning in 1922 
23 a seven year course in all. This plan 
will be carried out until matters can be 
so arranged that the Arts- faculty will be 
able to undertake the teaching ot a 
prc-medical course of 2 years. 

The present aim of the Medical Board 
is Ito have a two year pre-mcdical course 
followed by a five year course in Med- 
icine. Owing to the inability at present 
of the Arts faculty to undertake the 
teaching of the prc-medical course the 
course outlined previously will continue 
until such time as matters can 'be ar- 
ranged. It i* hoped that this will take 
place in 1923 or possibly in the tall of 
1522. The Arts building is to undergo 
renovation beginning in April and thus 
way arrangements arc to be made so that 
i greater number of students may be ac- 
commodated 

Biology, Chemistry, Physics and other 
subjects in arts will be taught in the 
'two years prc-medical work. This will 
leave the teaching of subjects pertaining 
to Medicine only to the faculty of Med- 
icine. Opportunity to remain in or near 
the vicinity of his home will thus 'he af- 
af forded to the student for 'the first 'two 
years as any recognized university will 
be accepted \is a clear standing by Mc-

Following the plan, adopted last year 
the lectures and experimental demon- 
srations will be delivered to children 
in the Macdonald Physics Building dur- 
ing Christmas holidays. . The course 
will Hake place in the afternoons on the 
last three days of December and the last 
lecture will be delivered on Monday, 
January 2nd. 

Tire afternoon lectures which take 
place at four o'clock -arc for children 
only. In the evenings the same lectures 
will be given and adults may attend with 
children. The lecturers "will be Dr. F, 
Slater Jackson, Prof. T. H. Matthews, 
Prof. A. S. Eve and Prof. X. X. 
Evans. 

The idea of the lectures is to give the 
children an opportunity of grasping the 
elemental facts concerning everyday oc- 
currences of nature and in the physical 
world. The addresses arc given in a 
language that can be easily understood 
by the audience! for which they arc in- 
tended. 

The firs': ''lecture which is termed 
"Water: What it is. and What it does," 
will be given by Prof. X. X. Evans. It 
will deal with matters that arc known 
to almost every man who has an ordin- 
ary education but which cannot be 
grasped by the minds of the children 
except from a sample explanation. Ex- 
periments will be made to show the ef- 
fects of the use of water and water pow- 
er and some explosions will also be at- 
tempted for thç benefit of the audience. 

"Wonders of Nature," by Dr. F. Sla- 
ter Jackson is intended to describe the 
object and composition of tine small liv- 
ing objects that are well known to 
every child. The lecture will be deliver- 
ed in company with views from a pro- 
jecting microscope. Depicted on the 
screen will be small objects and living 
creatures largely magnified. Crystals, 
cheese mites,' water fleas, blood corpus- 
cles, butterfly scales and many of the 
other things that arc the delight and 
wonder of children will be shown and 
their movements explained. 

Professor T. H. Matthews will have 
as the subject of his lecture, "How a 
Ship Finds Her Way At Sea." All of 
the intricacies of the machinery' that arc 
used by the ship's commander to guide 
him over the sea will be explained. The 
magnetic and gyroscopic compass will 
be shown on the screen and the reasons 
why they arc useful explained to the 
children. The taking of sights and the 
use of sounding machines will be dem- 
onstrated. Chronometers and wireless 
time signals and directional signals will 
be explained as far as it is considered 
the facts can be grasped. 

An interesting part of this leoture 
should be description of how a ship is 
actually steered. To the boys especially, 
who are always attentive to a sea story 
the lecture is intended to appeal. Pro- 
fessor Matthews made a trip around the 
world with Admiral Lord Jcllicoc in 
His Majesty's Ship "New Zealland," and 
will explain and show interesting views 
of the cruise. 

A lecture that will be appreciated by 
•both grown-ups and children will come 
as the concluding address of the scries. 
Professor A, E. Eve will talk on Wire- 
less Telephony. -The development of 
this branch of. the wireless has only 
come within the last few years and is 
understood very little by the majority of 
people.. The lecturer, who has a vast 
knowledge of his subject, will explain 
carefully and simply the reasons why it

Proposed 

The Senior Hockey squad will leave 
on Wednesday night for Boston where 
they will engage in matches on three 
successive nights with Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. Bos.'on Col 
lege and cither tlie Westminster Club or 
Perc Marquclte. These. American team 
will be worthy opponents for the Red 
and Will te. 

On Thursday, the twenty-ninth, the 
McGill puck chasers came up against 
•the strong M I T. sextette. "Tech" 
boasts this season of the fastest team 
in a good many years. It is coached by 
Ed. Powers, a Canadian, who is reputed 
to be the highest paid coach in the cour- 
tly. Powers was in charge of St. Mich- 
aels when that team won the cham- 
pionship of the Ontario Hockey^ Asso- 
ciation and his ability to handle hockey 
men is well kflown on both sides of the 
border. The M.I.T. team has been work- 
ing out with the Harvard squad at the 
Boston Arena and in several scrimmage 
held the Crimson skaters scoreless. 

Boston College has during Uie last 
tew years gained great distinction in 
intercollegiate athletics. Their most glo- 
rious achievement was defeating Yale 
on the football gridiron in 1019 and 
1920. B. C. has always .placed a well 
balanced team on the ice and this year 
should be no exception. On Saturday 
McGill will meet either Westminster or 
Pern Marquette. Both clubs arc repres- 
ented by first rate teams. Perc Mar- 
quette although defeated On Thursday 
by the Sudbury wolves put up a stubborn 
resistance. The ««Mi had been practicing 
together only a short while and their 
showing was quite creditable. The man- 
agement was very desirous of arransing 
a game with Harvard University on litis 
trip, but the Crimson authorities have de- 
cided to disband the team dirrîng the 
holidays. They wild meet the Toronto 
Varsity six in Boston during the early 
part of January. 

The McGill squad has not been cut 
on the ice very' Ion.? a "d consequently 
the men are as yet, nowhere near mid- 
season form. Shag however intends to 
wit the men through some stiff work' 
outs between now and Wednesday night 
and the iteam should be in fairly good 
condition to meet its American oppo- 
nents , 

Eesiefea Coach Shaughnessy and man 
agers Vox and Fraser, ten men will make 
the trip to Bo*on. Shag wî8 rely, sn 
goal on Captain Stenion and "Bill 
Brewer. Stenson rose to the Senior 
fquad during the early part of last year 
and 6mproved so rapidly in *he first few 
games that he was soon rated as one of 
the best goal tenders in the league 
Brewer of boxing fame, played the same 
positron for the intermediates. The de- 
fence men will be "Matty" Dineen, who 
has displayed a sterling brand of hoc- 
key during the last two seasons. "Mat- 
ty" was originally a forward but was 
pulled hack to bolster up the defen:e 
and he has shown 'great form in adapt- 
ing himself to the new position, with 
him are Davis and Goddard. The latter 
has seen some action in Senior Com- 
pany. 



On the forward Knc there is "Fiin" 
Flanj'gan the mtot dangerous man on 
the team, Flin's sensational playing has 
attracted the attention of several pro- 
fessional managers and he has received 
a number of offers to enter the "Big 
League"; Behan, another veteran, "Gor- 
dy" Ross, Lynch and probably "Pinky" 
Morrison. Morrison was the mainstay 
of the U.B.C. team for several years 
and is considered by many the ra.:itest 
amateur in Canada. He ha;, not been out 
yet but it is hoped that he will don the 
skates in a day or two. 

Several important games are slated 
for Montreal, when the team returns 
from Boston. The intercollegiate sched- 
ule opens on January fourth when 
Queens invades this City. This game will 
not be. an early season set up as it has 
been in previous years. The tricolor in- 
stitution will pjace a team on the ice 
this season, which they expect will meet 
with as much success as did their foot- 
ball team. They have a number of if.cn 
who have already won fame in Ontario 
hockey. A week later, on the eleventh 
the team meets the University A. A. A. 
composed mainly of McGill graduates, 
and on the twenty-fith the Red and 
White ineots the University of Montreal, 
after a lapse of a number of years. This 
game will no doubt attract the largest 
crowd that ever winessed a college 
match in this city. The Frenchmen are 
enthusiastic over the resumption of Ath- 
letic relations between the two great in- 
stitutions and arc looking forward with 
interest to the game. 

Negotiations for a game arc now be- 
ing carried on with Dartmouth College 
but as yet no date lias been agreed 
upon. It seems very likely though, that 
a team representing the Green will be 
seen this winter at the Mit. Royal Arena.

It is decidedly surprising to note 
from the statistics on new men stu- 
dents here that the average age of 
tlie freshfnan is 19.1 years.

It is the indi- 
vidual's capacity to think, act, as- 
sume responsibility, and give thé 
world a. push, that he is judged by. —

The activities of the B. \V. and F, 
stopped last night until after the hol- 
idays.

Thtt offer made ycatertlay by notnc of 
the most prominent of the former la- 
c rosso player*, to train a McGill team 
in order to arrange a name with Oxford 
for next ipring has created quite & lot 
of excitement in student athletic cir- 
cles where the Canadian national game 
is Kill. Well liked. The plan, if developed 
should brins out a large number of stu- 
dents who have played the game for- 
merly but are unable to do so at the col- 
lege. 

According to the suggestion which 
was offered by Paddy Brennan, one of 
the most famous of the players on the 
famous Shamrock team which won the 
world's lacrosse championship for many 
years, and by Clarry McKcrrow, a 
stalwart player on the old Montreal 
team, they would undertake to coach 
the team if the necessary arrangements 
could' be made to have the game with 
thc^Etiglish university 

The main objection to the plan is that 
the only time that lacrosse can be well 
played is when the students are on their 
summer vacation. However, the senti- 
ment among the men who heard o! the 
proposal was that there are many men 
who are living in the city who could 
turn out for the team, as well as many 



who would remain over especially for 
the occasion. As the proposed visit of 
the Oxford team would take place in 
May there is every reason to believe 
that the project could be successfully 
carried out. 

Interest in the suggestion is height- 
ened by the fact that a McGill graduate 
U playing on the squad that will be sent 
to Canada Jack Farthing, who won the 
Rhodes Scholarship for the Province of 
Quebec last year and proceeded to 
England a few weeks ago, is one of the 
plaj-ers on the team and would come to 
Montreal to play. 

It is very likely that the pian will 
come up for official discussion as soon 
as the athletic association gathers again. 
The sentiment seems to be decidedly in 
favor of such a move but the details of 
the pian would have to be investigated 
thoroughly before any definite steps arc 
taken.

Gill. The effect upon the student will be 
an impetus as new surroundings will 
•tend to create more interest and zeal in 
pursuing his studies. 

The five years in Medicine following 
'the 2 years pre-medical work will be di- 
vided into fctir years in 'Medicine and 
one year as a hospital intern. By limit- 
ing the naimbcr of students entering 
Medicine each year to 100 it is expected 
that die number graduating will be from 
85-90. These men will be placed in hos- 
pitals in Montreal as interns. Arrange- 
ments arc being made with 'the several 
hospitals and it is expected that accom 
nidation for the required number will 
be available by the lime the system will 
be in vogue. If this plan is carried out 
each student before receiving his de- 
gree will be required to spend a year in 
final year, in the hospital as an intern. 

\s so many men attending McGill arc 
from across the border this will be of 
a decided advantage to them and also 
to those living in Canada, as a grpat 
many Canadian students go to the United 
States as interns following 'their grad- 
uation. The requirements of other state 
universities call for a course of seven 
years before the granting of a licence to 
practice. This will be met with under 
the new plan. 

Should the above plan materialize and 
there seems to be no doubt 'but that it 
will. McGill will again have taken an 
other step forward. As each year goes 
by new changes arc announced by the 
Medical Board and these are a decided 
improvement over the former years. Tt 
is to the men on the board and to those 
in charge of direction of these efforts 
that such success has resulted.
